Into thi.'^ 
tlie Antwerp-Bru.ssols oxprosa daslied 
at a speed of Jlfty milea an hour, 
literally leaping on top of the standing 
train. Tlie liea\-\- eoaches of the i-N- 
press criiHhed the li-ht.r train Into 
splinter.';. The si.J.s ut' the expre;;.s 
cars were turn from their ta.'iteiiin.i^s, 
tlie lloors pre.siMitlr collap.sliiK', thus 
preol])ltatlnH' the ]);issenf,'-er.'; to the 
side of the track uninjured, whence 
they lied, frenzied, across the flelds.

But few of the occupants of tlie 
local train escaped alive. Those that 
were not l<illed were badly injured, 
many of thorn mortally, Tho rescuers, 
oven tho doctors who were hardened to 
such semis, were weakened at the 
sights that met their gaze.

He 
went to tho laboratory of the board ol' 
health for treatment, and will go to 
the Pasteur In.slltutlon later. 

'l"ho uiitop.sy showed that -Marsh died 
of liydriiphohla. There was no sign of 
poisoning by drugs.

.Marsh's death, and the danger to his 
son and Mi.vs Thompson, was iiitensl- 
lied thl,-[ afternoon wlien .-i, mad dog 
dashed tlirough the streets and bit 
three jiersons. The dog '.vas Icilled bj- 
a polleeinan, and tli(> tliri e iienple who 
had been bitten were rii.s.i.'d to a Im.;- 
! pilal, where thi lr wounds were eau- 
I ti riznd, after which they wore remov- 
! ed to tho Pasteur Institute.

Ottawa, May 21.— Tho Ito.sa riflo -ivas 
the main Item of discussion in tho 
House oC .Commons today. PeCoro it 
came up Sir Wilfrid I^aiirler moved 
thai tlie matter of the disappearance 
of the Staiistead election paper.s be re- 
ferred to tho committco on privlloged 
and elections. 

-Mr, Graliam read a report from the 
divisional engineer on tho National 
Transcontinental, denying that any 
portion of tho line al» lia Tuque was 
under water as reported. 

On the motion to go into supply. 
Col. Worthlngtbn, of Sherbrooke, 
brought up the Boss rifle again. He 
traced tho history of tho weapon and 
condeiTin(,ul Sir Wilfrid and Sir Fred- 
erick- Hordcn for placing a weapon 
which liad proven unsatisfactory in 
tlie liand.s of the Canadian inilltia. It 
had been found inadoquati! by tlio 
Xorthwest Mounted Police and by oth- 
er hrani'lics of tho ■jcrvicc. A test at 
Hvthe, J'hig., with tho I-,ee-I':nlield 
.showed tho marked inferiority of tho 
Hoss rifle. Tlie great cry in favor of 
tho Ro.'is rifle wa.s that It was to be 
made wholly in Canada, so that If sup- 
plies were cut off from England, Canr 
ada could depend on her own factor)', 
Yet from aoventeen to twenty compo- 
nent parts of the rifle were made in 
-■\merlcan factories. Sir Frederick 
Borden had denied thl.-;, but barrels 
of these parts were coming into tlia 
country over tho Quebec Central just 
the same. Should a rupture occur with 
tho United States, tho Ross rifle fac- 
tory would be at a standstill. The dif- 
ference In the cost bot'(vcen the Ross 
rifle and the Lec>-Entlcld was about 
ten dolkir.s in favor of t!ic latter. 
Col. Worthington termed the Ro.-ig 
rlClo tho "manicure" gun. If It was 
proposed to win battl^p::wltU.>t\ie milr 
itia armed with thls.'.iflfloitH^y.- might 
as well throw up. theic hands arid ac- 
cept defeat. In conclusion he moved a* 
resolution to the effect that the deal- 
ings of the militia depiartment In con- 
nection with the rifle had been char- 
actiu'l^ed by gross extravagance and 
iniprovidonco, and Impaired public 
confidence In tiio efficiency of tho' 
riflo and the nianagement of tho de- 
partment. 

fllr Frederick Eordcn deprecated 
bringing down to the level of party 
warfare the important question of 
arming the Canadian mllltUi. He de- 
clared that he could bring evidence to 
show that of all tlie rifles dcliver(;d to 
Canada there wa.-i only one which was 
not a service rifle and tho right weap- 
(ui to place in the hands of the Can- 
adian militia.

'J'hcrf foro 
the conductors propose to avoid prose- 
cution or suppression of the Pap(}r by 
printing It in Belgium or Franco, niall- 
ing copies to English Kubscribers 
There will be no oHice in England. If 
tho poat-ofllco I'efuscs to circulate the 
paper In wrappers, copies vflll bo en-

At the assizes which opened In Tor 
onto on May 11. tho grand Jury made 
^pomo r.oco(ijmendatlons .calculated to 
^fittract ffenBraK»a!ft^|(o«V'"it^ 
■th -country. Owlhe'-ti)' the" fact that 
there has been a serious Increase of 
crimes oC violence, which they attrib 
'.tiled In a large measure to the influx 
of forelgnera, they advised a freer uso 
of tho lash, with more work, but 
shorter sentences. "We quote from 
report appearing In the Toronto Mall 
and Empire: 

His Lordship agreed with the view of 
more worl;, particularly if of a licavlor 
kind, would havu a good effect. He ob 
Jected, how<,'ver, to the shortening of 
sentences, as that had already been 
tried and found fruitless. 

Referring more fully to tho work 
that might ijo given prisoners, his 
Eordship said: — 

"1 do not know whether or not labor 
organizations deal with such work as 
road-making, but it is true that the 
roads of Ontario are in a very l)ad 
shape, and the pri.MOners eou'd well Ijc 
employed In repairing them. There 
arc, of course, objections to this. It 
puts the men in public places, where 
they will be ex]josed to view, and put 
indignity upon them, but I do not see 
any objection to that. For lf men will 
commit these crimes, and live the lives 
they do, they can hardly expect to be 
protected from Indignities." 

With regard to tho lash, Mr. Justice 
Anglln said that if properly applied It 
« as efllcaclous. He had never heai'd of 
a person once lashed offending a&aln. 

An ali.straet of the business d.-ine by

A ir>-ycar-old lad giving his name 
as Antonio Margrl Muliorgu, and his 
home iis Punta Arenas, Costa Rica, 
charges that he was shanghaied on 
the sieamer Use, of the ,Iebscn iine. 
and brouglU to Seattle, wln-ro ho Is 
now alniOHt destlti^te. He was aji- 
praled to the linmlgralion anihorl- 
tles there for assistance 

The line was recentlv at Piinla, 
Ari'na.'^, In charge of Capt. l-'rerh-rlck 
.Iidisen, of till) firm nf .I.-lisen <'i Os- 
traiider, of Seatlle. On the vo,\-age 
north she ran out of coal and luu' 
supply was nearly eNhtiusted. She i)nt 
Into San l-Yaiudseo, wlure I'.-iiit. L. 
KImer look charge ;ind broughl In-r to 
.Setittle. Subsequently she loaded for 
Vladivostok', getting awa.\- ten ilass 
ago. 

Mallorgii says thai his father is a 
saloonkeeper in Punta Arena, .ind tluit 
early in l-'ebriiary Capt. Jcbsen asked 
hitn to go on the li.so as a cabin boy. 
His father agreed to let him go on 
condition that he should be returned 
to Punta Arenas In three months. Ho 
was to receive $15 a month in wages, 
bill no decision was reached that d;i,\-. 

.Sub-sequenlly wlii-u ill', was In ;i sa- 
loon, \-ouiig Mallorgii charges that 
Capt. Jcbsen and the cool; of the Use 
entered and jd'ti-r some talk the cook 
struck him from behind, i-i-nderlng 
him unconHclinis. iiiid that when lie 
regiiinod his senses lie was on boai.l 
the Isle and ;it sea. During the voy-
